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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of

I hove  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

A serious  problem  to  public  health  may  be  arising  through  the  use  of 
antibiotics,  both  in  treatment  of  people  and  in  intensive  farming,  where 
these  Jrugs  are  used  for  growth  promotion.  Many  organisms  which  could 
infect  both  animals  and  man  are  becoming  resistant  to  these  antibiotics. 

This  in  itself  is  a big  problem  but  the  acquired  resistance  is  being  passed 
on  to  other  organisms;  at  any  time,  these  resistant  organisms  may  cause 
human  disease  and  would  be  very  difficult  to  treat.  General  practitioners 
and  veterinary  surgeons  are  aware  of  the  problem,  but  the  use  of  antibiotics 
in  intensive  stock  breeding  should  be  subject  to  much  more  stringent  control. 
Animals  and  products  which  have  been  treated  'with  antibiotics  should  not  be 
used  as  food  supplies  until  all  trace  of  the  antibiotic  has  disappeared  or 
a known  length  of  time  has  passed  since  ending  treatment.  A survey  carried 
out  in  another  part  of  the  country  showed  that  penicillin  was  present  in  11% 
of  milk  samples  tested.  The  penicillin  was  used  for  cattle  mastitis  but 
there  would  have  been  none  in  milk  after  a few  days  interval. 

The  medical  Research  Council  Monitroing  Report  gives  results  of  the 
amount  of  strontium-90  in  human  bone.  In  children,  the  average  levels  for 
the  first  half  of  1964  were  approximately  twice  as  high  as  during  the 
corresponding  months  of  1963.  These  increases  were  due  to  the  large  scale 
atmospheric  nuclear  tests  held  in  1961  and  1962.  The  levels  are,  however, 
well  below  the  "maximum  permissible".  For  the  collection  of  samples,  special 
attention  is  continued  to  be  given  to  the  area  of  the  country  where  rainfall 
is  about  average  and  radio-active  fallout  is  thus  likely  to  be  relatively  high. 

There  is  no  significant  change  in  the  population  living  within  the 
area  and  the  birth  rate  has  shown  a gradual  increase  for  the  last  three 
years,  whereas  the  death  rate  has  shown  a slight  decrease.

Again,  the  Council  should  be  congratulated  on  its  housing  policy 
in  general  and  is  equally  alive  to  the  need  for  adequate  sewage  disposal. 
A firm  decision  will  have  to  be  reached  fairly  soon  on  a scheme  for 
treatment  of  sewage  as  the  river  estuary  is  becoming  heavily  polluted. 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  and  only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

A detailed  report,  including  a comprehensive  report  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THE  BOROUGH 

1.  HATER 


The  Borough  derives  its  rnains  water  supply  from  two  local  sources, 

Crugefa  and  Bryn.  These  sources  are  augmented  by  the  Teify  Pools  supply. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  The  Water  Board  completed  the  replacement  of 
6"  and  4"  water  mains  in  Pendre,  and  laid  new  4”  and  6!l  mains  in  Feidrfair 
an  1 Napier  Street  to  replace  the  old  3"  main.  Mains  extension  under  Section 
37  of  the  Water  Act  1945  were  laid  at  Maesglas  Housing  estate. 

The  f allowing  details  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Boards - 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 

quantity. 

(ii)  69  No.  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Bryn  and  Crugefa  water  were 
made  with  the  following  results s 

57  No.  - excellent 

12  No.  - unsatisfactory 

In  addition  19  Mo.  were  taken  of  the  Cwmdegwel  source  as  follows;

All  consumers  on  this  source  have  been  warned  to  boil  all  water  before 

drinking.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Routine  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  all  existing 
sewers.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of  maintenance  to  flap  valves  to  the 
main  sewer  outfalls.  Considerable  time  was  also  spent  on  the  maintenance 
of  a number  of  storm  water  culverts. 

A section  of  12"  storm  water  drain  on  the  King  George  V playing  field  was 
diverted  in  or^er  t>  accommodate  the  proposed  bowling  green. 


' 
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During  the  year,  a 6"  foul  sewer  was  extended  to  the  Bath  House  site 
to  provide  drainage  to  the  industrial  site. 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the  Borough 
are  considered  adequate  - the  built-up  parts  being  served  by  a water 
carriage  system  whilst  outlying  Iwellings  are  served  by  septic  tank. 

The  preliminary  report  on  the  problem  of  sewage  treatment  in  the  Borough, 
prepared  by  Messrs,  ward  Ashcroft  and  Parkman,  Consultant  Civil  Engineers, 
Liverpool  was  considered  by  the  Council  and  in  December,  the  Council  resolved 
that  the  Consultant  Engineers  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  scheme  details. 

The  scheme  briefly  provides  for  the  provision  of  four  pumping  stations 
at  the  -nain  outfalls  and  for  pumping  to  a partial  treatment  works. 

The  South  best  t.alos  River  Board  have  approved  in  principle,  for  pollution 
prevention  purposes  to  allow  up  to  100  houses  to  connect  to  the  existing  sewers 
provided  the  Council  bring  into  operation  the  sewage  disposal  scheme  by  January 

1966. 


The  Cemaes  Rural  District  Council  have  approved  in  principle  a proposal  to 
proceed  with  a joint  disposal  scheme  to  include  the  whole  of  St.  Dogmaels .

As  a result  of  a number  of  informal  notices,  there  was  a marked  improvement 
in  the  practice  of  depositing  refuse  in  various  watercourses.  There  are  no 
offensive  trades  within  the  Borough. 


5.  CL, SET  ACCOMODATION 


A number  of  dwellings  were  converted  to  a water  carriage  system  during 
the  year. 


I 
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A number  of  dwellings  were  also  provided  with  bathrooms  and  facilities 
for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  - the  work  in  most  instances  being  grant 
aided  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  as  amended  by  House 
Purchase  and  H using  Act,  1959,  Housing  Act  1951,  and  Housing  Act  1964. 

During  the  year,  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out  to  sanitary 
ccommodation  in  catering  establishments  and  also  in  licenced  promises. 

The  worlc  was  required  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 

1955. 

6.  P53LI5  CLLAdSIdG 


The  service  is  covered  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
an  1 mechanical  transport  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twice  weekly  in  all 
the  built-up  areas  and  once  a fortnight  in  the  outlying  areas.  This  arrange- 
ment is  satisfactory  and  the  work  well  organised.  Despite  regular  collection, 
however,  persons  still  persist  in  depositing  refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets 
and  open  spaces. 

The  practice  of  depositing  car  bodies,  particularly  in  the  lower  Mwldan 
ar^a,  has  become  increasingly  prevalent.  Whilst  Section  34  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1 >'61  gives  the  Council  power  to  remove  from  vacant  sites  any 
accumulations  of  rubbish  (including  metal)  which  are  seriously  detrimental 
t'  amenities  - there  is  the  problem  of  disposal  of  these  derelict  vehicles  - 
particularly  as  there  is  no  accommodation  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  site. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  requiring  owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  suitable  regulation  dustbins. 

All  manner  of  receptacles  are  being  employed  and  refuse  and  garbage  is  often 
blown  about  whilst  awaiting  collection. 

All  the  highways  receive  weekly  cleansing  - a contribution  towards  the 
cost  being  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  main  roads. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  if  by  controlled  tipping  - (by  cut  and  fill  methods) 
on  land  at  Cwmprice,  Verv/ig.  The  site  lies  outside  the  built-up  area,  and  the 
use  of  a refuse  trailer  offsets  the  extra  length  of  haul  to  tip. 

The  quantity  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collected  during  the  year  has  been 
ascertained,  together  with  the  composition  of  house  refuse. 

The  amount  of  house  refuse  collected  amounted  to  3,432  tons,  which  allows 
for  approximately  18  cwts  per  head  of  population,  or  3 tons  3 cwts.  per  house. 

A separate  collection  of  TRADE  refuse  (paper  and  cardboard)  was  made,  and 
a total  if  624  tons  was  collected.  The  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
incineration. 


Section  73  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  provides  that  a Local  Authority 


shall  make  reasonable  charges  far  removing  trade  refuse.  No  charge  is 
made  at  present  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  amount  of  trade  refuse  and 
the  problems  of  disposal.,  the  Council  should  consider  making  a charge. 

A survey  which  was  carried  out  indicated  the  composition  of  house 

refuse  as  follows 


Combustible  matter  (paper,  wooden  boxes,  rags)  30% 

Organic  matter  (waste  food,  bones,  offal  & garbage)  40% 

mineral  matter  (tins,  glass,  ashes)  20% 

Other  matter  10% 


The  figures  show  a high  proportion  of  combustible  matter,  which  if 
separate!  could  be  best  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

The  sit^  of  the  previous  refuse  tip  at  the  rear  of  the  slaughterhouse 
has  been  sealed  and  final  reclaiming  of  the  site  of  the  old  clay  pits  has 
been  carried  out  by  depositing  non-putrescible  material  such  as  builders 
waste,  etc.  The  site  thus  reclaimed  has  a total  area  of  approximately 
3.409  acres,  and  is  now  being  developed  as  an  industrial  site.
